PLAYWRIGHT DIES 


Augustin Daly Passed Away Yesterday in 
Paris, 


HEART FAILURE THE CAUSE 


Mr. Daly Stood at the Head of His 
Profession in America. 


HE WAS FORMERLY A NEWSPAPER MAN 


Augustin Daly Devoted His Entire 
Time to His Theatrical Enterprises 
and Was a Hard Worker. 


Paris, June 7.—Augustin Daly died sud- 
denly afternoon. ‘Mr. Daly’s death 
was due to heart failure. He arriveg here 
last Saturday and was stopping at the 
Hotel Continental. 

The late Augustin Daly wags born in 
Plymouth, N. C., July 20, 1838. His educa- 
tion was received partly in Norfolk, Va., 
and in the public schools of New York 
He began his literary career as dra- 
matic editor of The Sunday Courier, in 
New York city in 1859, and he continued 
tu discharge similar functions on that pa- 
per en The New York Times, The Sun, 
The Mail and Express and The Citizen, un- 
til 1869, when he opened the Fifth Avenue 
theater, on Twenty-fourth street. This 
building was destroyed by fire in 1873, and 
three weeks later he opened another thea- 
ter, formerly the Globe, in Broadway, un- 
der the former name. 

kariy in August, 1879, he established 
Daly's theater, on Broadway, near Thir- 
tieth street, and several years ago he open- 
ed in London a. thoroughly equipped house 
under the same name. 
he managed the 
New York. 

His career as a dramatic author began 
in 1862, with an adaption from the German 
of ‘‘Monesthal’s Divorcee,’’ and since then 
he had produced mauy notable plays, 
among them “Pique,”’ “Under the Gaslight"’ 
and numerous adaptions from French and 
German dramatisis. lie achieved also a 
notabie distinction in the presentation of 
Shakespearean drama, although the pro- 
ductions in this field were the occasion of 
much conflicting criticism. In recent years 
the combination of players with which 
his name has been identified, Daly’s com- 
pany of comedians, has achieved an inter- 
national reputation under the leadership of 
Miss Ada Rehan, whose remarkable talents 
have constituted a leading factor in the 
success of his undertakings. 

Dr. Daly devoted all his time to his the- 
atrical enterprises. He was an enthusiast 
and a hard worker, always noted for the 
elevation of his dramatic purposes

Proceedings of High Commission- 
ers Are Given Out

BRITISH PROPOSAL ACCEPTED 


American Amendment, However, Was 
Promptly Turned Down, 


CAKABIANS ARE LARGELY AT FAULT

The Difficulties Rising Out of Alaskan 
Boundary Seem as Far Away 
from Settlement as Eefpre 
the Meeting of the 
Commission. 


Washington, June 7.—Late in the day the 

officials learned the details of the latest 
negotiations in London regarding Alaskan 
boundary referred to in cable dispatches 
this morning, and Secretary Hay and the 
British charge, Mr. Tower, conferred on the 
subject. The details of the proposition were 
not made public. 
“It is sald, however, that too much assur- 
ance should not be taken that a complete 
aceord is certain. The officials agree with 
the London view that the outlook is rather 
brighter, because negotiations are on again, 
but they qualify this by saying that the 
agreement is not yet concluded and that 
when concluded it will still leave much to 
be settled by future negotiations, 

In view of the fact that the protocol rec- 
ording the proceedings of the joint high 
commission in ‘Washington on February 
18th last, has been made public in the 
Caradian legislature, while an abstract of 
its contents has been also published in 
London, as well as in this country, the state 
department has deemed it proper to give 
ovt for publication the entire protocol. 

This particular protocol is regarded by 
the department as one of great importance, 
for it marked the failure of the commis- 
sion under pecuNar conditions. The record 
shows that the joint commission met at 
10 o'clock that morning: that the British 
side proposed arbitration, and that the 
Americans accepted the proposition in 
general, using it as a basis for a treaty, as 
offered by the British. However, it is shown 
that when tho Americans offered an amend- 
ment the British side promptly refused to 
accept it, and without affording further op- 
portunity for the erection of an arbitration 
treaty stopped the negotiations and refer- 
red the matter to their own government, 
notwithstanding the urging of the American 
side that the commission at least conclude 
their negotiations upon the remaining sub- 
jects. 

These facts were the basis of the Ameri- 
can contention that the Canadians had not 
afforded a real opportunity for arbitration 
and were responsible for the disruption of 
the joint commission. The points of the 
British arbitration proposal and also of the 
proposition put forwand by the Americans 
as an amendment have already been ind!- 
cated in the cable dispatches and the fol- 
lowing points are given as those upon 
which importance is laid by the American 
side. In putting forward their proposal the 
British said; . 

“They therefore made the following as a 
basis to be proceeded upon in framing a 
treaty.’ 

The attitude of the Americans 
is set down as follows: ‘‘The commissioners 
of the United States maintained that they 
accepted the proposals made ag the basis 
of adjustment, but desired an amendment 
in relation to the arbitral tribune and a 
modification of rule C to make it conform 
to present local conditions in Alaska."’ The 
British objections to the American counter- 
proposai have also been published and the 
record on that point reads: 


‘Holding these views. the British com- 
missioners are of the opinion that no useful 
end will be served by further pressing at 
the present time the negotiations, and must 
refer the matter to their government.”’

Farmers Could Not Leave Their Work 
for Polls—A Large Number of 
Workers Out, and Result 
Was in Doubt Until 
Very Last. 


After one of the warmest and most ex- 
citing political battles ever known in Ful- 
ton county, Captain Clifford Anderson de- 
feated S. B. Turman for county commis- 
sioner yesterday by a majority of 583 votes.

INCREASE OF CRIME 1S EEPLANED

Professor Brewer's address proved one of 
the feitures of the day, he treating with 
the medical aspects of crime. He called at- 
tention to the rapid increase of crime, in- 
temperance, ineffective laws and unreasgn- 
able application being cited as reasons. 
Regarding the medical treatment of crime 
he said propagation should be stopped, mar- 
riage should be regulated and an operation 
was advocated. High license was upheld 
as the best means of limiting the traffic 
in liquor. Reform in judicial methods and 
indeterminate sentences were also advo- 


cated. 
The committee on legislation recommend- 


| ed that a special committee be appointed 


to represent the association before con- 
gress; also the holding of a conference 
with army and navy surgeons to consider 
pending legislation. The executive commit- 
tee recommended for adoption resolutions 
to create a department of public health 
with a cabinet officer at its head; to re- 
organize the army and navy medical corps; 
to raise the surgeon general to rank of 
major general and providing for the em- 
ployment of women in military hospitals.

HEAT KILLS TWENTY-FIVE. 


STIFLING WAVE CONTINUES IN 
VICINITY OF NEW YORK. 


City Hospitals Filled with Patients 
Prostrated by the Intense Heat 
of the Sun. 


New York, June 7.—Although the temper- 
ature was several degrees lower during the 
latter part of the day and a atiff, cooling 
breeze from the northeast started up to- 
night, the record of fatalities today exceed- 
ed by far those of yesterday in this city 
and vicinity. Altogether there were twenty- 
five deaths from the heat in the vicinity, 
and ten of these victims were women. 
Aside from this there were thirty-three 
prostrations. the victims of which are still 
in the city thospitals in a more or less se- 
rious condition. 

In New York City alone nineteen deaths 
were recorded up to 10 o'clock tonight, and 
Hackensack, Newark, Plainfield, Passaic 
and (Morristown each reported one death. 
One of the victims today was a suicide, 
who took his own life because of his suf- 
ferings from the heat. 

At the beginning of the day the ther- 
mometer registered two or three degrees 
above that of yesterday. 


FOOD LAWS ARE PROPOSED. 


COMMISSION TO ASK FOR AMEND- 
MENTS OF CONGRESS. 


Senator Mason Declares Food Products 
3 Must Be Labeled Prop- 
». erly. 


Chicago, June 7.—Senator Mason, of the 
Pure food committee, who eaves fog Wash- 
ington tomorrow made the following pos- 


itive statement tonight: 

“Tl wish to say first, this commission 
will prepare a bill compelling manufactur- 
ers of food products to mark their goods 
for what they are; for instance, chicory 
must not be labeled cofee, but chicory. 

“Second. We will have in the bill a pro- 
vision that will absolutely prohibit the in- 
troduction of deleterious substances in 
food products, that which {fs deleterious to 
be left to the evidence submitted by im- 
partial scientific men. 

“Third. I propose to offer an amend- 
ment to the revenue bill which wil) ab- 
solutely prohibit the importation of food 
articles the sale of which is prohibited in- 
my country from which they are export- 
ed,’’ .

darmes. : 

The prisoner is apparently in good health, 
but seems to be fatigued. The verdict of the 
court of cassation has caused 4 very favor- 
able impression here and in French Guiana, 

Captain Dreyfus has responded to the tel- 
egram of congratulations from his wife ex- 
pressing his great joy in the thought that 
he will soon embrace her, their children 
and the members of the Dreyfus family 
again. The dispatch to his wife was as fol- 
lows: | é 

“Leave Friday; await with joy moment 
when I kiss you.” 

This prospect alone seems to concern him. 
At all events there was not a word in the 
dispatch on the subject of the new trial. 

His face, after the first manifestations of 
joy at the moment when he received the 
notification of the judgment of the caurt of 
cassation, resumed an aspect of tranquillity 
and impassivity; nor has he since betrayed 
any sign of either joy or anxiety. 

Capfain Dreyfus will only resume his uni- 
form of artillery captain on debarking 
from the French cruiser Sfax at Brest. 

Since the gendarmes under Captain Ca-

until the case is over, but then I intend to 
write a novel on the Dreyfus affair, sum- 
ming it all up and drawing from it addi- 
ticna] conclusions which cannot be clearly 
and convincingly stated yet, 

“This is my duty. I do not intend to 
seek any financial advantage in performing 
it. I am perfectly safe hére in Paris, for 
despite the nonsensica)] statements of some 
anti-Dreyfusard newspapers, it is impossi- 
ble to arrest me. We shall see whether a 
French jury will again condemn me for 
speaking the truth. I intend to appeal 
against the verdict of the Versailles court 
and then the whole matter will go before 
another jury. 

“I do not think there will be a complete 
sctution before the end of the summer. 
The innocence of Dreyfus has been recog- 
nized, but there are certain guilty persons 
who must be punished if France is to re- 
cover her self-respect.’

SCHOOLS FOR PORTO RICO. 


THE ENGLISH IANGUAGE BEING 
THOROUGHLY TAUGHT. 


General Eaton Reports the Best Success 
in the Work of Educating 
the Natives. 


New York, June 7.—General John Eaton, 
who, in company with Dr. V. 8. Clarke, 
was sent to Porto Rico last December as 
inspector of public instruction, returned on 
the transport McPherson and will proceed 
to Washingtton today to make his report. 

‘‘The Porto Ricans have taken naturally 
to our system,”’ said he, ‘‘and the improve- 
ment in the educational facilities of the 
island is already marked. We have divided 
the island into sixteen parts and a teacher 
who speaks English is assigned to each of 
the districts. This teacher visits the differ- 
‘ ent sclools in the district and correct the 
pronunciation of the English taught there. 
We have secured the payment of the teach- 
‘ers, Whereas the Spanish never paid them 
*and°they ‘were fdrced to dccept fees from 
‘rich pupils to eke out a living. We have 
‘turned out no capable native teachers, 
much to the Porto Ricans’ surprise and 
pleasure.”’ 

General Eaton said that Genera) Davis. 
the new governor of Porto Rico, was well 
liked and was engaged at present in study- 
ing the different questions as to the future 
of the island before taking any active 


measures. 


SMALLPOX IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Dr. Lewis’s Report to State Board of 
Health. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 7.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Richard H. Lewis, secretary of the state 
board of health, today made a report on 
smallpox in Worth Carolina from January 
\ 1898, when it first appeared at Wilming- 
ton, to May, ist, this year. During that 
period there were 616 cases and seventeen 
deaths. The death rate among the whites 
was 5 per cent, the negroes 18% per cent. 
Dr. Lewis says the disease was far worse 
in northeastern North Carolina than any- 
where else. There are thirty families in- 
fected in Gates county, and people there 
are taking no precautions and the county 
refuses to elect a superintendent of health. 
The people will not permit disinfection or 
the destruction of Infected clothing. Dr. 
Lewis says as a result he is perfectly sure 
there will be a bad epidemic next winter. 
The disease has so far been mild in type, 
as a rule, though it is true smallpox. Be- 
cause of this mildness many people declare 
it is not smallpox, that it is Cuban itch, 
elephant itch, red measles or Georgia 
mumps. The disease was brought into the 
state from South Carolina and southeastern 
Virginia. It has appeared at three near 
points in West Morganton, Lenoir and Dy- 
sartville.

The exercises did not at any stage grow 
wearisome, for the speeches were well ren- 
dered and were each specimens which the 
authors will in future years look upon 
with pardonable pride, as they in their 
separate lines were literary gems, replete 
with sound argument and prettily orna- 
mented by a pure and appropriate dic- 
tion. 

The delivery of the diplomas to the young 
men who for so long have worked with 
this as a goal, was an impressive sight and 
one which will long linger in the minds of 
the audience. 

The flush of gratified pride which mount- 
ed the cheeks of those young men as they 
were given their bits of sheepskin was very 
pardonable when it remembered that 
the small bit of parchment is a testimonial 
given by the faculty for their year of hard 
and consistent work. The members of the 
law class were also awarded with their 
diplomas and Georgia will now have a 
score or more of legal celebrities which 
will tax the pockets of the law breakers 
and chronic offender. 

The address by Judge Emory Speer to 
the law class was one which will long 
linger in t&e minds of the members of the 
law class and the people who heard it.

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Oxford, xa., June 7.—(Spectal.)—The sixty- 
first collegiate year of Emory college came 
to a close this morning, and the dismissal 
exercises were fraught with expressions 
of sincere attachment and fidelity to the 
old institution and assurances of an ever 
watd@hful eye for its welfare. The scene 
presented in the college chapel was indeed 
a grand one. The entire faculty was pres- 
ent, and many of the seniors who have 
dismissed for the past two weeks 
once more and for the last time entered the 
chapel as Emory students. Some of them, 
however, were unable to attend. being on 
visits to their homes, wnence they will re- 
turn in a day or two to commencement. 
Dr. Dowman made a farewell address to 
the; students, in which he complimented 
them on the high order of work they had 
done during the term, and praised the 
manly spirit which had characterized their 
every action. He spoke of the pleasantneas 
of his connection with the college during 
this the first year of his presidency and of 
his attachment to the students, and said 
that he could not have asked any better 
conduct than fhad been rendered him.

DECLARES GEO. W. TRUITT 


The best indexes to the commercial condi- 
tions of this section are the banks of At- 
lanta, every one of which indicates that 
jeorgia will be more prosperous during the 
coming year than at any time in the past 
decade. There was never a better promise 
for the state than that given by the pres- 
ent situation in the business world. Money 
is how mere plentiful, more generally dis- 
tributed among the peoble and more easily 
obtained for business purposes than it has 
been for years. 

A wonderful improvement in all depart- 
ments of trade has come in the last three 
months and the yolume of business of all 
Kinds done during the past quarter, when 
compared with that of the same months of 
last year® shows that this year has given 
4n enormous increase. The Atlanta clear- 
ing house gives the following figures to 
show the increase in the Atlanta banks:

These figures relate to the business of 
the Atlanta banks only, but the bankers 
here all say that there has been a pro- 
portionate increase al} over the state.

supplied with money and there is not the 
stringency that usually characterizes this 
period of the year. The farmers have some 
money, which ig unusual. They are in ex- 
cellent financial condition, considering the 
low®prices of cotton that have prevailed for 
so long. Mr. Joseph Orme, cashier of the 
Lowry Banking Company, said yesterday 
that he had never known a more promising 
time. He said that the farmers and smal] 
country banks were prospering and that 
the banking business indicated that pros- 
perity is coming for the state. Mr. Orme 
said that the individual deposits in his bank 
are . several hundred thousand dollars 
larger this year than at the same time last 
year, Hie also has twice az much money 
on hand and all papers are being met with 
surprising promptness. 

The same story of prosperity was told 
at.all the other banks in the city. All of 
the cashiers told of increases in individual] 
depdsits that will aggregate millions, and 
the banks which do a strictly commercial 
business reported that the wholesale and 
retail merchants of the state were enjoying 
a jarge increase in trade, with a larger per- 
centage of cash payments. When the de- 
posits are large and the volume of banking 
business is heavy, the business of the peo- 
ple is naturally better and every bank in 
the state gives evidence of these two signs 
of prosperity. 


PLENTY OF PROSPERITY 


George W. Truitt, one of Georgia's fore- 
most farmers, in talking of the situation 
in cotton and other crops, said yesterday: 

“I Believe that acreage !s reduced from 
fifteen to twenty per cent in Georgia, and 
[I feel that there has been a similar re- 
duction in the majority of the ‘cotton 
raising states. Along with this is a posi- 
tive reduction tn guano of from twenty- 
five to thirty per cent. In short, the cotton 
acreage is in reality cut about thirty per 
Cent or one third, as the yield of cotton 
is cut in the present acreage by the small 
use Qf guano. 

“The corn crop has increased tn the ra- 
Uo ghat the cotton has decreased, and the 
yield will be large this year because the 
guano that was not used on the cotton 
will go to the corn erop. 

“I am fully of the Opinion that there 
will be not over nine million of cotton. 
Neill may make his heavy estimates, but 
they will not materialize; and following 
his fatlure of estimate last year he will 
not be relied on. There is another point. 
You never see three big crops in succes- 
sion, 

‘“Here is a question that seems pertinent: 
‘Why is it that there is such a strong, 
Such a compelling demand for goods and 
cotton has not a friend?’ I would like to 
hear an answer to this. 

“I am confident that the classification 
of @tton goods at the home market is 
another step forward. It will help the 
cotton maker and what helps the country 
folks helps the city. 

“Another feature is the wheat crop, It 
is fine this year. The farmers have made 
their own bread and are doing it again. 

“Let me refer again to the frightful

“I think that what we need {s a mounted 
police; say, fifteen or twenty men to the 
county with a telephone station somewhere 
in the center of the county. They could 
g€0 in squads in the day and in the night 
in different parts of the county, and 
no one would know where they 
were, I think we could hire them much 
cheaper than we could defray the ex- 
pénse of court and the worry and bick- 
ering that follow lynchingw. 

“I believe, too, that if some arrangement 
could be reached by which a permanent 
jury could be established, that it would 
help matters mightily. For instance, if 
there were twelve of the best men of the 
county named to serve in such emergen- 
as have arisen recenily the matter 
could be disposed of instantaneously. Of 
course, there would have to be a law en- 
acted by the legislature covering this 
feature. 

“To show the women are stirred up in 
the country districts, I will tel you an 
incident with my wife. I went home one 
afternoon and without letting my wife 
see me rang the door bell. She came to the 
door with a pistol in her hand. I am 
confident that if the occasion had come 
up she would have used it. 

“Incidentally the mounted police I speak 
of would keep straight some of the white 


people who sometimes get completely out 
of joint.’’

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One of the boldest robberies/on record oc- 
curred Tuesday night at the Atlanta post- 
office. The men who committed the robbery 
entered a window that was in the full glare 
of an electric light, and a few minutes prior 
to the robbery they were being watched by 
an eye-witnes® | 

William Rutley is the party who saw the 
robbers just before they effected an en- 
trance, and had he thought flor an instant 
that any ong could be so daring, he could 
easily have caused the capture of the 
burglars. Mr. Rutley was sitting at one of 
the windows of his room on Fairlie street, 
between 10 and ll o'clock. He noticed a 
man of middle size trying the windows to 
the postoffice, but supposed that it was the 
janitor or some one connected with the 
building. Mr. Rutley says that the man 
tampering with the windows was a white 
man, and that he remembers|now that°an- 
other white man was standing on the cor- 
ner. When last seen by Mn, Rutley, the 
burglar was at the window which he finally 
prized open. Mr. Rutley says that he saw 
the burglar at the corner window of the 
postoffice, but supposing that! he had some 
business there, he left and thbught nothing 


of it. | 

The corner window was the) one that was 
opened, and it was evidently done with a 
professional's jimmy, as the |marks of the 
tool are plainly visible on the wood work. 
After entering the postoffice, the burglar or 
burglars went into the office/ of the stamp 
clerk and secured $20 in gold belonging to 
Miss Emery, the stamp clerk.|Miss Emery’s 
money was lockedin the stamp drawer, 
and this drawer was also prized open with 
a burglar'’s tool of some kind. There was 
some small change and a gold ring in the 
drawer that the robbers did not. take. 
Nothing else in the rooms entered by the 
robbers was disturbed, and they left no 
marks by which they could be traced. 

The pe@stoffice authorities are working on 
the matter very quietly, but it is evident 
that in addition to the testimony given 
them by Mr. Rutley, they have another 
clew. They do not belleve that any one 
connected with the postoffice had anything 
to do with the robbery, but they will not 
talk about their clews, As a rule, the door 
leading from the postmaster’s office into the 
stamp clerk's office is shut each night anu 
locked, but it is not Known positively 
whether this was done on the night of the 
robbery or not. It is supposed, however,
